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AB Dihydroisocyclosporin D (I, R = Pr) (II), useful as an immunosuppressant and an 

antiarthritic, was prepared by hydrogenating isocyclosporin D (I, R = MeCH : CH) (III). 
Thus, cyclosporin D (IV) underwent rearrangement in dioxane containing MeS03H to give 
III, which was hydrogenated over Pd to give II. IV was prepared by fermentation The 
immunosuppressive activity of II was determined in mice; II exhibited antiarthritic 
activity in rats at 50 mg/kg/day.
